DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 
1. The reply filed on March 29, 2006 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action 
because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): In order to be entitled to reconsideration of 
further examination, the applicant must reply to the Office Action. The reply must represent 
arguments pointing out the specific distinctions believed to render the claims, including any 
newly presented claims, patentable over any applied references. Furthermore the rule states that 
the applicant must clearly point out the patentable novelty which he or she thinks the claims 
present in view of the state of the art disclosed by the references cited and the objections made 
See 37 CFR 1.1 1 1.
